The present launching of a nationwide program of fire 
prevention, reported elsewhere in this week’s issue, comes at a 
particularly opportune moment for residents of Menlo Park.

With the end of school, Fire District Chief Tonia’ F. Cuff 
points out, the number of grass fires normally increases sharp- 
ly, many of them set by idle youngsters. 

Annual number of persons who die by fire in this country 
runs to the staggering total of about 12,000. Of'these about 
60 per cent are children. About 20 youngsters burn to death 
every day. 

To help the new national program of fire prevention 
achieve its goal of saving the lives of 4,000 children a year— 
to say nothing of adult lives and property—will require the 
cooperation, of every citizen. 

And in this tender-dry area of California, Menlo Park resi- 
dents should be the first to take the program seriously and to 
observe all possible precautions against fire.

Since our acquisition in 1948 of the 
28-acre recreation and civic center 
of what was formerly Dibble Gen- 
eral hospital, Menlo Park has been 
running a well rounded recreation 
program. How do our recreation ex- 
penditures per capita compare with 
those of other cities? The state con- 
troller’s report on financial transac- 
tions of cities for the year to June 
30, 1950, gives us such a camparison. 


The expenditures shown do not 
segregate expenses of park mainten- 
ance from actual recreation pro- 
grams. The following figures are put 
on a per capita basis (using the 1950

Fire Prevention 
Program To Be 
Launched Here 


First phase of a national year- 
round fire prevention program de- 
signed to save the lives of 4,000 
children a year, will be Jaunched 
this Sunday in Menlo Park. Min- 
isters of all churches in the area 
are requested to remind their con- 
gregations of the need for constant 
precaution against fire. 

The program, primarily one of ed- 
ucation, was designed by a 14-mem- 
ber committee of the International 
Association of Fire Chiefs, of which 
Menlo Park Fire district Chief 
‘Thomas F. Cuff was a member. The 
committee now handling the pro- 
gram is headed by Herbert Hoover 
and includes heads of all the major 
church groups in the nation as fell 
representatives of newspapers and 
editorial associations. 


20 CHILDREN. A DAY 


Chief Cuff pointed out that in 
the United States an average of 20 
children a day are burned to death 
and that property damage every 
week amounts to more than the to- 
tal destruction in the great San 
Francisco fire of 1906. 

Annual losses by fire run in the 
meighborhood of $800,000,000. 

The new program is aimed at cut- 
ting this yearly tool by $300,000,000 
and at saving the lives of thousands 
of persons, including 4,000 children. 

Asked to cooperate in the contin- 
uous effort will be all school, civic, 


service, fraternal and Scouting or- 
ganizations. 


DANGER TIME 


In addition to announcing the 
new program, Cuff pointed out that | 


the summer months now at hand 
are the most dangerous from a fire 
standpoint. 

_ He emphasized that dry grass pre- 
sents an increasing hazard at this 
time and that parents must use 
more vigilance in supervising child- 
ren. After the closing of schools, 
Cuff explained, many grass fires 
are found to have been started by 
children, 


He also warned that burning 
‘without a fire permit can subject a 
person to a fine up to $50 and a jail 
sentence up to six months. 

All permits require renewing after 


April 1, and issuance of such re- | 


newals is far behind schedule,’ he 
said.
